During  the  year  we  have  had  six  members  take  the  8 1 
hour  Emergency  Medical  Technician  course  put  on  by  the 
Southern  Maine  Vocational  Technical  Institute.  This  course 
involved  driving  to  Portland  or  Biddeford  two  nights  a  week 
and  spending  three  hours  each  night  in  class. 

Through  a  lot  of  work  by  the  Captain  of  the  Unit  an 
EMT  course  has  been  set  up  to  be  held  at  the  Bridgton  Hos- 
pital early  in  1975.  This  will  allow  more  members  to  take 
the  course. 

We  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  has  sent  donations 

to  the  Unit.  The  donations  are  used  to  buy  equipment  and 

supplies  and  to  pay  the  tuition  for  members  taking  the  EMT 

course.

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  is  controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  co- 
operation with  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Service.  Anyone 
wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  out-of  doors  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a  written  permit  signed 
by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to  be  kindl- 
ed on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling  the  fire  then 
he  musthavethe  permission  of  the  landowner.  No  outdoor 
fires  can  be  kindled  between  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M.  unless  it 
is  raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  tiie  District 
Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  tiie  worst  in  the 
past  two  decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New 
Hamshire  became  so  dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor 
and  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Fores- 
ter, enacted  a  partial  woodlands  closure  in  Sullivan, 
Cheshire,  Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap  Counties 
and  a  complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and  Rock- 
ingham Counties  plus  the  towns  of  Barnstead,  Gilmanton 
and  Alton  in  Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  co- 
operation of  the  citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire 
occurred  at  any  time  during  the  year.
